To  the  Citizens  and  Taxpayers  of  Gilford: 

We  are  pleased  to  present,  herewith,  our  annual  report, 
combined  with  the  treasurer's  report,  also  the  reports  of 
the  town  clerk,  collector  of  taxes,  highway  agents,  library 
trustees,  trustees  of  trust  funds,  and  school  board,  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  January  31,  1921. 

In  accordance  with  chapter  129,  section  8,  Laws  of  1917, 
we  publish  the  following  budget  of  estimated  requirements 
for  the  ensuing  year :

Old  Home  Day :  As  our  Old  Home  Day  celebration  was, 
we  believe,  greatly  appreciated  by  all  of  our  people,  we 
believe  it  should  be  continued,  and  recommend  an  ap- 
propriation of  $100. 

Highways  and  Bridges : 

Conditions  beyond  our  control  one  year  ago  necessitated 
the  expenditure  of  nearly  one-half  of  net  amount  we 
had  available  for  repairing  and  building  highways  and 
bridges,  to  keep  our  roads  open  during  the  severe 
snow  storms,  and  the  excessive  rains  which  followed 
throughout  the  summer  made  road  maintenance  ex- 
tremely difficult.  Therefore,  there  is  but  a  very  small 
balance  unexpended  in  this  department,  and  it  would 
seem,  necessary  that  we  appropriate  $7,000,  the  same 
as  last  year. 

Trunk  Line  Construction : 

Another  piece  of  road  was  built  last  year,  namely,  ' '  Ames 
Hill, ' '  on  the  Winnepesaukee  trunk  line. 

"We  recommend  that  the  town  continue  its  policy  of  ap- 
propriating a  sufficient  sum  to  continue  the  construc- 
tion of  this  road.     Amount  required  this  year,  $823.81. 

Our  State  and  County  Taxes,  amounting  to  $5,107.15,  will 
doubtless  be  much  higher  this  year,  and  your  selectmen 
can  see  no  possibility  of  increasing  our  present  as- 
sessed valuation,  and  if  our  tax  rate  is  to  be  kept  any- 
where near  as  low  as  it  is  now,  the  most  serious  con- 
sideration should  be  given  each  appropriation  in  both 
town  and  school  meetings.

Largest  number 
of  books  loaned  in  one  day,  67;  number  of  new  patrons 
added  to  the  list,  19 ;  number  of  visitors,  48. 

We  are  sorry  to  say  that  owing  to  the  high  prices  we 
were  unable  to  have  any  repairs  made. 

We  recommend  the  sum  of  $250  for  the  next  year.

REPOET  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Gilford  School  District: 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  nay  second  annual  report  as 
superintendent  of  schools.  Limited  space  makes  it  impos- 
sible to  cover  comprehensively  the  work  of  the  schools,  but 
certain  matters  which  indicate  their  general  condition  can 
be  reported  and  in  this  way  become  permanently  recorded. 

Statistics  are  not  always  interesting  but  are  often  very 
important.  I  refer  you  to  the  table  printed  elsewhere 
giving  certain  statistics  for  the  school  year  ending  last 
June.  During  that  school  year  there  were  enrolled  in  our 
schools  125  different  pupils,  68  boys  and  57  girls.  In  addi- 
tion there  were  20  pupils  from  Gilford  attending  ele- 
mentary schools  in  Laconia  and  13  attending  high  schools 
This  makes  a  total  of  158.  The  average  membership  in  all 
our  local  schools  for  the  year  was  just  one  hundred ;  the 
percentage  of  attendance  was  91 ;  the  total  number  of  tardi- 
nesses was  257.  The  general  attendance  during  the  year 
was  good.  Two  children  had  a  perfect  record.  They  both 
attended  the  Lily  Pond  school  and  were  from  the  same  fam- 
ily. This  excellent  record  was  made  by  Bernard  Smith 
and  Helen  Smith. 

We  have  enrolled  at  the  present  time  in  our  schools,  98. 
There  are  8  pupils  attending  elementary  schools  in  Laconia 
for  whom  the  Gilford  district  pays  tuition.  These  children 
are  nearer  Laconia  schools  than  Gilford  schools.  They  live 
so  far  from  Gilford  schools  that  it  would  be  necessary  to 
furnish  transportation.  From  every  standpoint  it  is  more 
satisfactory  for  the  district  to  pay  the  tuition  at  Laconia. 
There  are  also  20  pupils  from  Gilford  attending  high 
schools  this  year:  11  at  Alton,  7  at  Laconia,  1  at  New 
Hampton,  and  1  at  Dover. 
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We  have  seven  schools  in  session  this  year.  No.  Nine, 
which  was  in  session  last  year  after  Christmas,  has  not  been 
opened  this  year.  Neither  teacher  nor  boarding-place  was 
available  at  the  time  of  opening  in  September.  The  chil- 
dren from  this  community  are  going  to  the  village.  With 
one  exception  the  children  are  all  within  the  two-mile 
limit.  The  Intervale  school,  which  was  not  opened  at  all 
last  year,  was  opened  in  September.  The  numbers  here 
are  small  but  it  seemed  to  the  school  board  the  wise  thing 
to  do.

The  only  new  teachers  are  Miss  Huston  at  Lake  Shore 
Park  and  Miss  Hunt  at  the  Intervale.  Miss  Huston  gradu- 
ated last  year  from  the  Concord  High  school.  She  at- 
tended the  summer  session  at  Keene  Normal  school  before 
beginning  her  work  in  September.  All  our  other  teachers 
are  experienced.  Miss  Dow  also  attended  the  summer  ses- 
sion at  Keene  this  last  year. 

We  are  paying  a  little  larger  salaries  this  year  than  last. 
The  salary  budget  last  year  was  $4,250,  this  year  it  is 
$4,700.  This  is  an  increase  of  only  about  10  per  cent. 
This  is  considerably  less  than  the  per  cent,  of  increase  in 
towns  all  about  us  and  is  less  than  what  we  had  reason  to 
expect. 

Miss  Cameron,  the  school  nurse  of  Laconia,  made  an 
examination  of  the  school  children  of  Gilford  last  spring 
and  reported  to  parents  the  result  of  the  examination 
wherever  such  a  report  was  necessary.    Miss  Cameron  per- 
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sonally  visited  the  homes  in  several  eases.  This  work  was 
done  in  a  thoroughly  efficient  manner  and  certain  definite 
results  secured.  Another  examination  should  have  been 
made  in  the  fall  but  it  was  found  impossible  to  make  the 
arrangements  necessary.  It  is  planned  to  have  this  at- 
tended to  the  early  part  of  the  spring  term. 

In  my  report  last  year,  I  called  attention  to  the  result 
of  a  survey  of  the  school  buildings  and  pointed  out  where- 
in they  failed  to  meet  thei  regulations  of  the  state  board 
of  education.  Since  then  the  building  at  Lake  Shore  Park 
has  been  much  improved.  Perhaps  no  building  was  in 
greater  need  of  attention.  A  new  hard  wood  floor  has 
been  put  in,  the  ceiling  repaired  and  whitened,  the  interior 
painted,  and  additional  windows  put  in  so  that  all  win- 
dows are  now  at  the  back  and  left  of  the  pupils  and  the 
lighting  surface  is  sufficient.  These  improvements  were 
made  at  an  expense  of  less  than  $250.  The  building  at 
:past  Gilford,  which  badly  needed  attention,  has  been 
shingled.  No  other  repairs  have  been  done.  No  appro- 
priation was  made  at  the  last  school  meeting  for  repairs 
or  alterations.  I  hope  the  next  district  meeting  will  see 
fit  to  make  an  appropriation  sufficient  to  put  one  more  of 
our  buildings  into  satisfactory  shape.  I  am  well  aware 
that  much  money  has  already  been  put  out  at  No.  Twelve 
building.  But  the  job  has  not  been  finished.  The  lighting 
of  this  room  is  especially  bad.  The  school  nurse  found  a 
large  per  cent,  of  the  children  of  this  school  whose  eyes 
needed  attention.  I  believe  that  $400  would  easily  remedy 
the  defects  in  this  building.  I  would  strongly  recommend 
that  an  appropriation  specifically  for  this  purpose  be  made. 

The  regular  financial  report  of  the  school  board  which  is 
printed  on  another  page  is  for  the  fiscal  year  which  ended 
August  31  last.  There  is  printed  also  a  financial  state- 
ment of  the  school  board  covering  the  period  from  Septem- 
ber 1,  1920,  to  February  1,  1921,  a  part  of  the  current 
fiscal  year.     This  statement  shows  that  there  was  a  balance 
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in  the  treasury  on  February  1  of  $2,573.64.  "We  expect  to 
receive  from  the  state  as  our  share  of  the  distribution  for 
equalization  purposes  the  sum  of  $926.09.  Half  of  this  we 
are  sure  of  getting.  The  remainder  depends  upon  the  ac- 
tion of  the  legislature  in  meeting  the  request  of  the  state 
board  of  education  for  a  deficiency  appropriation.  This 
$926.09  can  be  used  only  for  current  expenses  of  our 
schools  as  specifically  called  for  in  the  budget  which  the 
school  board  submitted  and  which  was  approved  by  the 
state  board.  It  cannot  be  used  for  high-school  tuition,  for 
expenses  of  administration,  nor  for  alterations  on  school 
buildings,  nor  can  the  $5,225.41,  the  sum  obtained  by  the 
$5  tax  on  each  $1,000  of  the  inventory,  be  used  for  these 
purposes.  The  $5,225.41  plus  the  $926.09  which  we  expect 
from  the  state  will  just  meet  our  budget.  Our  high  school 
tuition  bills  will  probably  amount  to  $100  more  than  the 
appropriation  of  $800.  The  expenses  of  administration, 
inchiding  the  excess  salary  of  the  superintendent,  will  be 
about  $180.  The  cost  of  the  alterations  at  the  Lake  Shore 
Park  building  was  $239.30.  The  sum  of  these  three  items 
is  $519.30.  There  is  available  to  meet  these  expenditures 
about  $270.  "We  ought  to  have  a  deficiency  appropriation 
of  $250  in  order  to  come  out  square  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year. 

In  conclusion  I  want  to  express  to  the  school  board  and 
to  the  teachers  my  appreciation  for  their  co-operation  in 
my  work.
